REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 10, 12, 13, 26-29 and 33 were pending at the time the Office Action 
issued. Applicants note that the Examiner has indicated claim 27 was among the 
claims withdrawn. Office Action, p. 2. Applicants respectfully note that claim 27 was 
among the claims listed in Group II of the April 27, 2010 Restriction Requirement. 
Group II was elected by Applicants in the response dated May 25, 2010. Claim 27 
should therefore be currently pending. 

II. Claim Rejections §112 

Claim 26 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 12 paragraph six. The Examiner 
asserts that Applicants have failed to set forth an adequate disclosure of the "means for 
obtaining" and "means for controlling." Applicants respectfully traverse the rejections. 
However, in the interest of obtaining a timely Notice of Allowance, Applicants have 
amended claim 26 to replace "means for obtaining" with a "sensor", and to replace 
"means for controlling" with a "processor." 

III. Claim Rejections §102 

Claims 10, 12, 26, 28 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 as being 
anticipated by Bell (U.S. 5,664,270). Applicants respectfully traverse the rejections. 
However, in the interest of obtaining a timely Notice of Allowance, Applicants have 
amended claims 10 and 26 to include the limitations of claims 13 and 29, respectively. 
The Examiner has indicated that claims 13 and 29 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. Office Action, p. 7. Claims 10 and 26 should therefore now be in 
allowable form. 
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Claims 12 and 33 depend from claim 10, and claims 27 and 28 depend from 
claim 26. Accordingly, claims 12, 33, 27 and 28 should also now be in allowable form. 
IV. Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the Examiner's indication that claims 13 and 
29 contain allowable subject matter. As indicated above, claims 10 and 26 have been 
amended to include the limitations of claims 13 and 29, respectively.
